Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 1 2-1 6, filed 1 4 November 201 1 , with respect 
to claims 1-38 and 223-249 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-38 and 223-249 has been withdrawn. 
Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed on 14 November 201 1 was accepted and entered. Claims 
1 , 8, 19 and 227 were amended. No claims were cancelled. Claims 250-251 were 
added. Thus, claims 1-38 and 223-251 are examined in this application. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -38 and 223-251 are allowable over the prior art. 

4. Independent claims 1 and 10 are allowable for reasons of record as presented in 
applicant's remarks; filed on 14 November 201 1 , especially page 13, paragraph 4 and 
page 14, regarding each of at least three fields-of-view extending over no more than 45 
degrees in azimuth wherein each of at least three sub fields-of-views being exclusively 
defined by an optical element which does not define any other of the at least three sub 
fields-of-view (claim 1) and page 14, last paragraph to page 15, regarding multiple 
detections by one of the at least two sub-detectors within a first time period and being 
operative to ignore future detections by the one of the at least two sub-detectors for at 
least predetermined second-time period (claim 10). 

5. Claims 2-9, 1 1 -38 and 223-251 are allowable based on their dependency.
